All farmer* should be tart Ail to aelect 
their own aced corn and keep it as *acr«d 
a* the hard money which they somali mea 
stow away in the garrtt mr other loft, 
where Ihieres may not break through and 
•taal. 
We ara iw trt that many " hare not 
lime" lo save garden aced*—and when 
they ha»a gathered them they havo no 
place lo put them clear of the mice. 
And 
when they alow them away in the aafeat 
manner, they often forget at planting lime 
where they made their deposits in the pre- 
vioua autumn. 
Such farmers mutt go to th# seed stores 
for their seed pee*, beans, cucumbers, 
sqwtvlies, lettuce, Ate. 
But let no real 
farmer neglest lo tare his retd cern in due 
season, and atnng it up, where it may lie 
not only above the reach of mice, but 
above tit# suspicion of a foggy atmosphere 
and close sorer a. 
The beat ears of corn 
are often rendered unflt for vegetation by 
being put in hogsheads aud close bin*. 
Rut the seed ears must not be selected 
in barret! lime. 
They should be plucked 
in th* held, at a time when the vyry ear­ 
liest ears ean ba selected. 
This has an 
important effect on the neat harvest, aa all 
farmers know. 
And aa corn wants the 
whol# length of the season to insure a full 
harvest, it is vaatly more important lo gain 
a fair days by Batteling ilia vary aarliast 
of any of Ilia English grains, for our sum­ 
mers ara long enough for any of them — 
Aa scon aa any of the ears in a corn-field 
have grown to be too hard for (toiling they 
may bs galltarad for seed. 
The husks 
ahnuld be stripped down, and the tare 
should be braided together by means of 
the husks an that they may be hung up in 
the corn barn or other airy places. 
When 
so exposed they may hang for twenty years 
at least without detriment. 
But should 
they be closely packed there will be no 
certainty of their power of vegetation. 
Tile selection of the best ears at husk­ 
ing time ia not the tiling; for a great ma­ 
jority of tha ear* then appear sound, tho’ 
some may have ripened a whole week 
eerlier than others. 
Just.tliink of a week's 
gain in the letter part of Auguat. 
One 
week would save many a field of corn from 
a cruel frost.— Jim#. Ploughman. 


F a ll Trsatm bnt or AaraaAOua.— Aa 
soon aa the heavy frusta e 'ma lo kill th# 
tope, they should Ire cut and removed to 
the stye, or to the compost heap. 
The 
surface of the bede, which has become 
hard, and perhaps weedy, ahould now be 
thoroughly scarified with the hoe, or forked 
ovrr, taking care not to injure the crown*. 
About the last of the month, spread on a 
heavy coaling of stable manure, at least a 
half cord to every two square rode. 
The 
rains will carry down its fertilizing prop­ 
erties to the roots, and give them great 
strength and vigor for an early atart in the 
Spring, 
lf near the shore, where marsh 
mud is accessible, a coating of I Ilia, one 
inch thick, iii addition to the manure, will 
do good service. 
We have also found it 
an excellent plan lo cover the beds with 
sea-wwatl or old hay during the winter.— 
The roots keep active longer before the 
ground choel up; lite ground does not 
freeze to deep, and atarta sooner in the 
Spring. 
The mulch of course needs to be 
removed aa aoou as tha Winter is over — 
Asparagus is a grot* feeder, aud eau ba 
had in ita perfection only by high manur­ 
ing. 
Tina we believe will pay, whether 
the bed have been thoroughly prepared or 
not. 


T n t R hcbahb plantation needs much 
the same treatment, and so far as our ob­ 
servation goes, is as much benefitted by 
salt as asparagus. 
It would probably be 
killed sooner by an excessive application, 
but it thrive* well on a compost of marsh 
mock, end comes out strong and vigorous 
from a Winter mulch of sea-weed. 
Old 
plants should be dug around, and the earth 
removed a foot in dapth, and the place 
supplied with rich compost, or stable ma­ 
nure. 
The roots should be divided every 
third year. 
Larger arid more vigorous 
■talks will be produced.—Agriculturist.

Mr E o it o k :— In your columns of news 
paragraph of last issue you have a para­ 
graph from tha Newburyport Herald, show­ 
ing that a toad w m let oui ut a white oak 
tree with 07 rings or grams over it, iedi* 
cating 67 yMra confinement, es tim writer 
thinks. There is nothing unusual or very ex­ 
traordinary to finding a toad in a tree, or in 
imbedded lioiMlon* rock ; but what I have 
to suggest is, that these rings counted en 
(he section of the tree ar* not of aantMl 
growth, but ar* formed on* at evary full 
moon in the growing aeMou, and in this 
latitude five in a year. 
This I have fre­ 
quently proved by felling young tr*M, tbs 
ag* of which I knew; and I am surprised 
that th* error above md ma ted eheuld be M 
pertinaciously followed.
